invading Greece and attacking 
the French fleet at Oran, and 
of almoat declaring war on 
Russia in order to support 
Finland.

i Liddell Hart said the Western 
insistence on unconditional sur¬ 
render by the Germans was to

"Churchill, as well as Root«e- 
velt, seems to have been blind 
to the obvious fact that the com¬

He also denied that Churchill 
inspired the British to supreme 
war efforts after Dunkerque. 

“In that dark time of disas¬ 
ter,” he said, "Winston Church¬ 
ill shone by his fighting spirit, 
but It was Dunkerque that 
braced them in June, 1940, 
rather than any individual Influ¬ 
ence . 

"Winston Churchill was a 


wonderful man, shining out from 
the gloom of an era of medi¬ 
ocrities in the democracies . . . 
At times he revealed a long 
view, helped by his historical 
sense, yet was inclined to act on 
a short view, promoted by his 
tactical sense as well as blinded 
by the force of his feelings. 

* * * 

"Once he went into action, his 
fighting instinct governed his 
course, his emotions »wamped 
his calculations, and reason re¬ 
asserted Itself too late. In brief, 
his dynamism was too strong for 


his statesmanship—and hi* stra¬ 
tegy.” 

Liddell Hart also claimed, 
however, that Churchill was 
right to resist "the American 
desire, and the Russian clamor, 
for launching a cross-channel at¬ 
tack in 1942. It would almost 
certainly have been a disastrous 
fiasco." 

But he said Britain's insis¬ 
tence on the Italian campaign 
which prevented a 1943 “second 
front" In Europe was wrong, as 
its only srrategicmeneflt was to 
draw troops from France.

I F FRANCE’S PRESIDENT Charles de Gaulle had 
any but obvioua motives for unilaterally withdraw¬ 
ing his country's forces from the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and depriving his erstwhile allies of 
bases on French soil for the defence of western Europe, 
they are likely to have been sterilized by the immediate 
reaction. 

The 14 other partners in the alliance—created at 
a time when, admittedly, fear of Russian ambitions 
dominated Europe and North America—have pledged 
anew their allegiance to the principles of the treaty 
which fathered NATO and to one another. 

The allies issued their declaration of Intention* 
simultaneously from their 14 capitals. 

They maintain “tint this organization is essential 
and will continue." 

Russia, of course, hailed the decision of General 
de Gaulle, perhaps in the hope that it would hasten 
the disintegration of NATO. 

The Soviet ambassador to Paris, among others, 
was quick to inject the argument that “liquidation" 
of NATO would bring about a dismantling erf the War¬ 
saw Pact machinery—set up by the Communist bloc 
as a power alignment to balance the Western defensive 
organization. 

But in France itself there is some misgiving. And 
Gaston Defferre, a Socialist deputy and mayor of 
Marseilles, is asking pointedly: 

Who made the decision to quit NATO? The preri* 
dent or the parliament? 

So far he has had no answer. 

But the response of the NATO adherents to what 
might have had the makings of a political crisis has 
been swift and effective. They have accepted the presi¬ 
dent’s withdrawal—which might very wen have been 
given a harsher name—with aplomb and courage. 
They have even accepted his insistence that they de¬ 
part from defensive positions on French soli with 
equanimity and dignity. 

Whether the new NATO headquarters is estab¬ 
lished in Britain, which seems likely, or somewhere on 
the mainland of the continent is not of consequence. 
What does matter is that the allies have dosed ranks.

PRESIDENT SUKARNO—to tay nothing of his own

As president It would appear that nominally at 
least he is still head of the republic, but whether he 
Ls anything but a mere figurehead remains yet to be 
seen. From any practical point of view the key man 
at the moment is Lt-General Suharto, the army chief

The setting up of the new military regime in 
lndorMh, has been unofficially welcomed by most 
Western nations because of General Suharto’s quick 
action in outlawing the Communist Party in the coun¬ 
try. However, the West’s Joy in this development has 
been considerably tempered by the general’s further 
announcement that be intends continuing the policies 
instituted by the men he has replaced in office. 

British obsrvera are now wondering if General 
Suharto will attempt to carry on.the previous adminis¬ 
tration's aim of crushing Malaysia or If Us new gov¬ 
ernment will find Its hands so full in managing the 
c ountry’s internal affairs that it will have little time, 
money or energy to devote to international gambits. 

Certainly Indonesia’s Malaysian adventure has 
had little success to date and is likely to have even less 
in the foreseeable future. As the Indonesian Republic’s 
attempted incursion into Malaysia was Communist- 
inspired in the first {dace, it would seem logical to 
expect that it would no longer have the support or 
sympathy of the declared anti-Communist military 
junta now controlling the country. 

However, logic does not always play a leading part 
in the governing of countries these days and Britain 
has wisely decided to allow no lessening of vigilance 
or weakening of her military forces in Malaysia at the 
moment. 

Until further evidence of Indonesia's internal 
stability ls demonstrated the West would be well 
advised to keep its cheers muted.

Our Readers’ Views 


A LTHOUGH NAMED last weekend as president of 
the provincial Conservative association during its 
election of officers, Mr. Stuart Fleming, the former 
Ottawa MP, says he is not a candidate for the B.C. 
party leadership. He can hardly be faulted for shying 
away from what has become an unenviable post, vacant 
now for the past T1 months. 

Provincially this once-strong party is ip a bad 
way. The new association set-up could In fact be 
compared to a military structure with a headquarters 
command but lew troops to back them up in action. 
The organization is there but the voting sup¬ 
porters are absent. Their former numerous party fol¬ 
lowers have in large part been absorbed by the Social 
Credit party, which without them would never have 
attained its present provincial eminence. 

The B.C. Conservatives suffer particularly from 
lack of representation ih the legislature, a lot that 
has been theirs long enough that former strength 
begins to be but a memory. Not even Mr. Davie Fuitoq, 
now returned to the federal field, could succeed in 
becoming an MLA while leading the provincial group 
of his party, and in the result the party is unable to 
make the impact that even a few members at James 
Bay could create. - 

There is enough irony in the situation to make 
old-time Conservatives wince. On the federal scale 
their party rivals the Liberals as the, dominating 
political factor, the only visible alternative to the 
Pearson administration,, while provincially they are 
almost blotted out 

Conversely, while ruling the roost to B.C the 
Socreds can manage only five seats at Ottawa while 
the Conservatives muster almost 100 strong. They 
too have cause to wonder at the disparate division at 
favors displayed by voters at election times. 

Another provincial election could change the 
picture, of course, to some degree at least. That will 
be tile continuing hope of B.C Conservatives, even if 
the’ prospects seem such as to urge caution upon Mr. 
Fleming when it comes to provincial leadership.

Hunter success for deer will 
decline as long ■■ the number 
of hunters continues to 
Increase, Dr. Hatter said in s 
aeries of questions and 
answers he has prepared to 
clarify the controversy over 
antierless seasons. 

He says hunter success can ' 
only be improved by hunters 
themselves Increasing their 
hunting effort. 

Don't Understand 

lie claims hunteri some¬ 
times oppose antierless sea- 
suns berause they du not 
understand the need to 
harvest both sexes in order to 
crop the annual Increases. 

Dr. Hatter says the reason 
for not closing the season on 
antierless big game in areas 
where the population is low is 
because the food supply still 
determines the numbers of 
animals that can live In an 
area.

Weather affects hunting 
success because snow storms 
drive game off the summer 
ranges and concentrate them 
tt lower elevations where they 
are more available to hunteri. 

He said that In 1965 in most 
areas of the province deer 
and elk remained dispersed 
over their entire range and 
were not accessible to the 
average hunter. Up to 75 per 
cent of deer and elk are 
harvested on their winter 
ranges in the valley bottoms 
or on the slopes adjacent to 
mountains. 

Good quality winter food'll 
the most Important factor In 
determining the abundance of 
big game animals. Dr. Hatter 
said. 

Animals are no longer as 
plentiful in some areas as 
they used to be because of 
changes in vegetation, par¬ 
ticularly the food plants on 
the winter range. 

Food Depletion 

He said very little can be 
done about this except to 
prevent food depletion by too 
many animals. 

It Is not feasible to reseed 
feeding areas because cultiva¬ 
tion, clearing or burning 
wuuld be necessary to first 
removt tha competition of 
other plant species not eaten 
by game. 

Over-uae of w inter food 
supply can be prevented by 
controlling the size of the big 
game population through 
adequate harvesting by 
hunters, he said. 

Dr. Hatter said only under 
extraordinary conditions could 
hunting pressure deplete a 
deer population and then only 
in the most accessible areas 
where deer are concentrated. 

Hunters Warned 

He warned hunteri who are 
concerned about the apparent 
scarrity of deer and elk not to 
let emotions get the better of 
Judgment 

"Unfortunately. Impressions 
based upon the apparent 
scarcity of big game In the 
area without considering the 
causes can lead us to a 
I completely erroneous conclu¬ 
sion." he observed.

If ant let leas deer are not 
hunted a proportion of them 
will die during the coming 
year, in most cases, Dr.‘ 
Hatter says. "This applies 
particularly to fawns. The 
annual loss depends upon the 
severity at the winter." 

Dr. Hatter believes that 
only when the winter loss has 
been very severe, should the 
antierless deer season he 
closed. “Even then a complete 
closure may not be necessary 
If the losses have been apotty. 
Rather, a curtailment of the 
season length will be suffi¬ 
cient to ensure adequate 
carry-over." 

Carrying capacity mean* 
the number of deer a given 
area can support year after 
year without damage to the 
food supply. 

Dr. Hatter said there are no 
known areas in British 
Columbia where deer have 
been overhunted and reduced 
in numbers below carrying 
capacity. 

Only One Year 

He noted thut if an area 
were overhunted it would only 
take deer one year to recover. 
"Recovery will take place in 
one year. If carrying capacity 
would permit, a deer herd 
could double Itself In three 
years,” Dr. Hatter, who was 
B.C.’a first game biologist," 
Said. 

He said a big-game popula¬ 
tion cannot be controlled or 
properly harvested by shoot¬ 
ing the male sex only. 

"The sex ratio is 50:50 at 
birth and therefore boll sexes 
must be killed in order to

Garden Notes

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Amaranthus—Free! 


By M. V. CHESNl T 

To the a s tronomer, spring arrives officially when the sun 
crosses the Tropic c* Cancer, latitude 2S>4 degrees north, 
usually on March 21. 

In England, spring commences when the daffodils bloom: 

"Daffodils, ‘ 

That come befcre the swallow dares, and take I 

The winds of March with beauty." 

In France, spring Is when bock beer makes its appear¬ 
ance in the cafes. 

In Victoria, we have one sure snd certain sign of 
pring’s arrival—the Colonist stars giving away free seeds! 

I think the most satisfying highlight at my year is when 
L have tree seeds to distribute to my gardening friends, 
and the more Unusual and unique the seeds, the bigger the 
kick I get out of introducing them to Viotnria gardens. Right 
now I am higher than Gemini V ever our first seed offer of 
1908, for these are aeeda of Amaranthus producing some of 
the moat striking and unusual plants ever grown—plants 
seldom seen hereabouts, yet quite easy to grow. 

* ★ * 

It all started last December when I was corresponding 
wttfa botanic gardens, experimental stations and seed 
grower s in various parts of the world, seeking same unique 
seed' 'or the Colonist free seed offers—seeds which couldn't 
be purchased locally. One reply, from the firm of J. E. 
Ohlsena Enke in Copenhagen, suggested the Amaranthus, 
pointing out that these plants were attracting a great deal 
of favorable attention in the Copenhagen parka, and that 
they were quickly and easily raised from eeed. I have baen 
corresponding with fids Danish firm tor over In yuan, 
and I respect their judgment. 

There are a number of different kinds at Amaranthus, 
and when it came to choosing one for cur free aeed offer, 
I was like a small boy In a candy store—I couldn’t make up 
my mind.

The Amaranthus are moatiy big, robust plants that 
dominate everything around them and stop passers-by in 
their tracks. Some types are grown for their flamboyant 
colored foliage, others for their unique flowers, unlike any 
other bloom, and still others for foliage AND flowers. 

In next Tuesday's column I'll give a more detailed 
description of the different Amaranthus plants you can 
expect to get from your tree aeeda. Right now, I want to 
run over, tor the benefit of newcomers, how to get your 
free seeds.

Successful scholars can te|i 
you. Here are the questions I 
asked a group af them and the 
answera they gave me: 

• Do you cram before ex¬ 
ams? If so. how much? 

Yea, 41 per cent said they 
crammed. 31 per cent said they 
didn't, 19 per cent said some¬ 
times, and t per cent said very 
Hide. So the large majority 
cram in some manner, but how 
they crammed vanrd greatly. 

Com meats: "S O m ■ tbnee I 
cram a lot because I leave 
■mail detail* and exact dales 
to this type of study." “It helps 
to ertm for several days in 
succession hoping there won’t 
be much left to do the night be¬ 
fore.” "Cram for short quizzes, 
such u aA i chapter in French, 
but prepare daily for long 
tests." "Don't cram — ft just 
make you less confident." 
"Study every night until you get 
tired. If you don’t pick it up 
in a whole semester, you won't 
learn it the night before a test.”

• How do you prepare for 
exams? 

Half said they review the 
whole course, while 10 per cent 
said they study books and notes, 
9 per oent read class material, 
and 31 per cent relied on what 
they learned by keeping up with 
the daily work.

"Study and memorize all 
notes,” said one, while another

They also strewed the right 
mental attitude: "Prepare well- 
Ihen you'll be calm." "Think 
of tasta as a challenge, not a 
torture." "People who tense up 
don't have a chance."

Here's a run down on their 
Ideas: First, survey the test 
I and plan your time. Some do 
easy questions first; others be¬ 
gin with essay-type questions. 
Few tests areweighMd.no it pays 
to answer as many questions as 
you cen. Concentrate an prob¬ 
lems you can answer, but don't 
pause too long on any one thing. 
Don't waste valuable time by 
worrying — there'll always be 
mors tests and a chance to 
score higher marks!

— providing employment, voca¬ 
tions) training, rehabilitation 
and the opportunity tor personal 
betterment to the handicapped 
and disabled.

A. French polishing is the 
application of many coats of 
shellac, so greatly thinned with 
akohol that It seems to he little 
more than water. Very thin 
coats of this thinned shellac are 
applied, with a special buffer, 
and are well rubbed in. A fine 
sheen is eventually produced 
The final touch is very light 
rubbing with akohol. The Is a 
long and tedious Job. but the 
results are very fine.

Flu Epidemic 
Hits Old School 


TOITNO — Christies Residential School has 
been hard-hit by influenza. 

Of the 150 students, 86 boys and girls have 
been stricken by flu. 

The situation was serious, particularly as the 
Tofino Indian Health Centre has been without a 
nurse for several months. 

* * * 

Nuns at the school cared for the sick children. 
Two doctors from Torino attended at the school 
during the epidemic. 

Nurses from Tofino General travelled daily by 
mission boat to the school on their time off, to care 
for the youngsters. 


Preparing fur the closure, 
west coast municipal officials 
and the Indian Affairs depart¬ 
ment are planning construc¬ 
tion of a hostel for Indian chil¬ 
dren who will come to attend 
public schools. 

Christies School was opened 
in 1800. 

Several generations of chil¬ 
dren have attended the school, 
since it was founded by the 
Benedictine Order. 

The school was named after 
the late Archbishop Christie, 
who authorized the building of 
a school. 

In 1839 The Benedictine 
fathers returned to Ml. Angel, 
Wash., and the Benedictine 
sisters left a few years ago. 

The school ' as then taken 
over by the pioneer missionary 
priests of the Oblate of Mary 
Immaculate. 

When the Benedictine sis¬ 
ters left, their place was taken 
by Sisters at the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary from Los An¬ 
geles. 

The present principal is 
Father MacKie. 


Nursery Helps Indians 
Prepare for Integration 


ALERT BAY—Indian children here are 
receiving nursery school training to prepare 
them for laiblic elementary schools. 

This is part of a program to help Indian 
children bridge the gap caused by different 
cultural and economic background from 
whites.

Indians and whites live in close proximity 
on 7 Vsquare-mile Cormorant Island, Popula¬ 
tion of Alert Bay is 850. Next door is the 
main village of the Kwakiutl nation with iu 
papulation of 450. 

A few years ago it was decided that 
Indian children should attend the provincial 
public schools.

To Art Tinney. principal of the school, 
the answer to integration problems seemed 
to lie- in a kindergarten where the children 
could be given the basic training necessary 


to equip them to enter Grade 1. He got no 
help from the local school board or with 
provincial department of education and 
turned, kimost disheartened, to the women 
■nd mothers in the Nimpkish Indian band, 
members of the Nimpkish Women's Com¬ 
munity Club.

They were given space by St. Michael's 
residential school and they found a volunteer 
teacher. Last year the school district agreed 
to maintain a kindergarten for. all the chil¬ 
dren on Cormorant Island and the Indian 
affairs branch came up with financial help. 

But Mr. Tinney decided more was needed. 
He proposed a nursery school to take in 
the three- and four-year olds. 

Again the members of the Nimpkish 
Women's Community Club jumped at the 
opportunity .when they were approached.

Revisits the Gorge Hospital 

It's not that it teas so long ago . If’# just that a hospital is a different world, so 
that whether you enter it as a patient or re-enter as just a visitor , there is a strangeness . 


There are exactly ttco kinds of 
people teen in. hospital*. Not the 
staff. They ARE the hospital . The 
others are , first , those who occupy 
the beds and the wheel-chairs, and 
mse the crutches , the canes , and 
the walkers , which resemble a sec¬ 
tion of fence with handles; and 
second , those who fill the halls and 
the wards at visiting hours and who 
walk the long corridors briskly and 
freely on their own two feet. The 
undamaged. 

These h a I f - f o r gotten impressions 
washed over me in a wave the moment I 
stepped inside the door of the Gorge Road 
Rehabilitation Hospital for a visit I 
weal unheralded, a little before 4 p.m. ( 
so dial I might greet mv friends among 
the day staff, as well as those who 
would replace them at that hour. I re- 
membeied them all, each for some special 
little kindness or attention quite beyond 
the line of duty. 

ll was last October when they turned me loose, 
and because of extensive building addition* and 
/Remodelling, the management wag then doing it* 

' fcevel best to keep the place from becoming, even 
temporarily, a shambles. Old doorway* were 
blocked oft. Newly cut ones werv boarded tip 
with plywood until there should be somewhere 
to which they would lead. Drafts blew underneath 
these, and dust from torn down platter brought 
despair to the heart* of the hard-working 
"pinkies —the cleaning girls in their neat pink 
uniforms. New enclosed courts, finished early, 
had large square holes left In their centre, pre¬ 
sumably for planting. 

fat the therapy room, with its wide windows 
boking out over Ihe trees and undei brush toward 
the Gorge, alt the exercise cots had to be care¬ 
fully faced in the opposite direction For the sake_ 
of modesty. Otherwise skirt-wearing patients to" 
wot too dignified poses might welt find themselves 
suddenly facing, at cloak quarters with only a 
pane of glass between.- a battery of cement- 
covered. helmeted workmen laying wires along 
Ihe new terrace, or carrying tools up and down 
the outside steps. Not that workmen were in the 
least interested . . . 

All that is now part of the past, and the 
finished quarters are the very latest word in 
beauty, convenience, and efficiency, making this 
particular rehabilitation centre one of which a 
very much larger city than Victoria might well 
be proud 

The new physio-therapy room is spacious. Its 
decor is in sunny gold tone, with woodwork in a 
•oft light turquoise. A poured plastic floor, which 
continues several inches up the walls, where once 
grew the old-fashioned dust-catching baseboards, 
repeats the gay colors and is easily kept clean. 
Above the padded exercise cots, of "plinths,” set 
around the room, a strong wire grill, painted the 
*»me turquoise blue, hangs from the ceiling and 
is used for the suspension of the swinging equip¬ 
ment which helps to bring back life and motion to 
damaged limbs Two-thirds of the way down the 
room, an felund. cupboards on one side, sinks and 
equipment on the other, makes a division, the far 
siile of which is devoted to treatments involving 
hot wax, hot packs, ice. and so on. There are

three small staff offices. All this (sees on to ana 
of the enclosed courts, and sure enough, the 
empty holes of last October are filled with small 
flowering trees and shrubs. 

The corner from which you used to eye the 
workmen so dubiously as you waved your broken 
leg in its sling, is now a large gymnasium far, 
safd Miss Beatrice Martin, head therapist, who 
was taking me on a guided tour, "the noisier 
activities." I recognized, with a shudder, the 
movable flight of stain, to go up which my 
crutches presented no great difficulty hut which, 
on the downward jaunt, filled me with the same 
utter panic which weeks later was to send m« 
hurtling down -two quite insignificant steps into 
the arms of the headwaiter of a loca’ restaurant. 

The outstanding innovation, however, is the 
treatment pool. -The sheer attractiveness of this 
place must surely mitigate, a little the woe of 
whatever phyieal disability causes its need, and 
patients barred from its use by their plaster-of- 
paris casts must be greenly envious. I should 
have wept with frustration. The pool Is blue- 
tiled, 22 feet by 15, and the water is kept at K 
degrees. Wide, shallow steps, railed, lead down 
in. and the depth permits patients to sit on 
shelves at the side, or even to swim a little. There 
are parallel bars to use in the water. At one 
side is a stainless-steel stretcher affair, set to 
swing like your kitchen tap. so that It can pick 
up an occupant on the shore, swivel. and dunk 
him gently in the drink. In the ceiling above are 
the newest in acoustic tiles, so effective, said my 
guide, that they can be spaced apart, instead of 
necessitating the usual solid covering. 

In an alcove nearby there stands a large 
steel tank for the whirlpool treatments Dress¬ 
ing-rooms. showers, toilet, are now all “drive- 
ins” — which means, of course, that they have 
been built to accommodate wheel-chain. This bt 
itself is a tremendous improvement. No long 
need you edge in backwards, avoiding the waste- 
bins and th* wash-basins as best you may, and 
being careful not to jam your knuckles between 
your wheels and the wall. Of course It won't 
dev*lop to the same extent the expert driver. 

All the above is set in a new and different 
type of poured floor, equally colorful, but rough¬ 
ened to obviate any danger of slipping. And, 
though there are always at least three, staff an 
duty, there is an alarm for any possible* emer¬ 


gency. which, even though you have both legs 
incapacitated and are hanging on to something 
for dear life with both hands, you can operate 
with an elbow I 

They have tried to think of ev-rythlng The 
occupational thechpy quarters are new and im¬ 
proved. and here, now, cure Included a small elec¬ 
tric stove and a frigtdaire, so that handicapped 
patients may be taught how to get along before 
going home to face their own kitchens alone. 

Outside, between the new construction work 
and the Gorge, the gardens and lawns are being 
developed and a paved roadway will permit those 
In wheel-chairs and on crutches to enjoy more 
extensive little tours. 

One other minor change I noted. The 
“Pinkies" are In blue now. . . . “Blooey*?’’ 

Zt was 4:15. The first night-shift staff arrived, 
and the kitchen quarters began to give forth 
sounds of dinner's first relay being prepared. In 
the dining room one lone gentleman had already 
secured his place at table, although he would 
have half an hour's wait, and out In the corridor 
the occupant of 8*^solitary wheel-chair made sure 
■he was first In line. When your days are Jong 
and your activities curtailed, mealtimes are an 
event 

Before I left I looked to see OF any of my 
fellow patients of last summer could still be there. 
I hoped they weren't, and was glad there were 
so few. Three. One was a young girt. I never 
did know her name, but because she had had a 
black cane, and a patient in a therapy class had 
made her ■ black paper hat, everybody called her 
Bat Masterson. A second was a busy and cour¬ 
ageous woman, an amputee," who smiled and put 
in every moment of her day writing, sewing,, 
painting, making toys of doing copper work. The 
third was a pretty, elderly little lady with bright 
blue eyes. All three had been In and out of the 
hospital several times, but I heard no com¬ 
plaints. 

One note of sadness I caught a* I went by 
an open door. A caller was just leaving the bed¬ 
side of a friend. 

“I've known her for 29 years,” she mourned, 
“but since that stroke she doesn't recognize me 
any more!" 

Visitors thronged the halls as I went out. and 
this time I was one of THEM Not yet. perhaps, 
walking quite as briskly or as freely as they, but 
not on wheels or crutches, either . . . and while 
« I was glad of this, and appreciated my own re¬ 
stored mobility with all my heart. I was aware 
too of a deeper sympathy and understanding far 
the others which only comes, I fancy, from having 
once been one of their number. 
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This being centennial year , 1966 and all, let’s take a flashback at sport 100 
years ago. Boxing in particular - Those tcith an aversion for the thump of fists

Margaret is a shopkeeper. She sells 
clay, glazes handicraft items. 


She'll mend your china if it's broken, and 
■uggest the right lampshade for a certain itan- 
da rd. 


She'll do all theie things because it's her 
living, for one thing; because ft pleases her for 
another. 

But she's an artist, ana it's Margaret Nehl- 
McLennan as the artist who made the greatest 
impression with this writer. 

She was in her store a few weeks back, show¬ 
ing me her work and talking of other artists aa 
only artftts can talk of other artists. 

At that precise moment, she'd not "come 
■cross." She was still a shopkeeper, though I 


her out and getter talking. 

1 don't really. I dabble in clay. 

But tt was enough. 

Margaret frowned for a moment, and then 
she started talking. 

Really talking . . . words that said far more 
than her shoppish chit-chat. 

There was a photograph on the wall, and 
Margaret pointed to it. 

“See that?” she asked. 

"She's Finnish One of the finest pollen in 
the world. I think she's the finest. You look at 
her work, and it cries to you. It stands in front 
of you like this . . 

Suddenly, there was Margaret Nehl-McLen- 
nan standing in front of me with her arms square 
to her skies, her shoulders brought forward, her 
feel rigid an the floor. 

She looked like an Amazon. Powerful, strong. 
Some deep color with a pigment that had no be¬ 
ginning or end. 

Yet a remarkably gentle woman, with eyea 
than can twinkle like a child's. 

1 think this was my first look at a woman 
few people see. and even fewer dome to know. 

I spoke to someone else about her once, and 
they said: 



IT LOOKS EASY ahri Margaret Nrkl MrLrsi 
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"God! She's a character.** 

Surely that s how many must think of her 
as one might, far instance, regard a court jester 
and nod, or laugh, or look away and forget. 

I think Margaret wants her pottery to "stand 
like this" too. 

I know that's what she wants 

As long as her pottery is standing "like thla," 
she'll be a full being and ask little more oi life. 

Too many people look at an artist and say 
"there's a character"—missing the essentia) In¬ 
gredient which make of that person no ordinary 
person. 

Margaret was bom in Germany in 1925, and 
she came to Canada in 1952. 

Two years later she won a scholarship la 
study pottery under John Reeve, and in die 
summer of 1964 she studied under the Italian 
sculpture Strabelle. 

She started her own pottery business, Gilmar 
—now located at Shelboume and Kings Road-fa 
1958. 

She has exhibited in Calgary and had a one- 
man-show at the Victoria Art Gallery. 

Last year came the Finn, and Margaret won 
a scholarship to study under Miss Kyllikky Sal- 
menhaara—the one Margaret feels is the world'* 
finest potter. 

Her biggest success so far this year has been 
the acceptance by the National Gallery in Ot¬ 
tawa of 19 of her major works for inclusion in 
an all-Canada pottery show — Fine Canadian 
Crafts. 

She has taught pottery sinee 1961 special¬ 
ising in wheel work. 

It looks easy when done by someone who 
knows her craft ao well. 

But an artist's work, no matter how eagf tt 
looks, does not come easily. 

It come* only after years of patient study and 
practice. 

To the artist, at any rate, the work is never 
totally satisfying There is always something to 
be improved, something else to try some new 
shape, technique, color, texture. 

There is never any end. 

This doubtless is one of the reamm* Margaret 
has taken to giving lesaons. 

It’s satisfying to see someone else learning 
something that can be satisfying to them- -soma- 
thtng that opens new doors 

Even more satisfying for someone like Maw 
ga ret Neb (-McLennan who has proven her self an 
capable of helping others open those doors. 

Even if they get dirty doing it!

Probably every schoolboy has 
heard of Captain Vancouver and 
how he circu mnacigated Vancou¬ 
ver Island in 1792 stfith his ships 
Discovery and Chatham, but how 
many of us know anything about 
his Spanish counterpart, for very 
little has been recorded of that 
great explorer, sailor, and diplo¬ 
mat. 

Known to us simply as Quadra, this 
fine Spanish gentleman actually gloried in 
the highsoundtng title al Juan Francisco 
de la Bodega Y Quadra, and he was bom 
In Lima, Peru, about 1744, his rather be¬ 
ing Don Tomas de la Bodega; the family 
was of the old Spanish nobility, and Don 
Thomas had married into a si mi lari y titled 
family of Galicia when he espoused Fran- 
ctsce MoUinedo. The Quadra part of the 
name was appended when Don Tomas 
assumed it at the request of a relative, 
who also lived in Peru. There is little 
doubt that both money and property were 
involved, for this was the fashion in those 
days. The relative mentioned went by the 
name of Don Antonio de la Qua**.

Few who watched her load lumber at Ogden Point in May recognized the respect - * 
able dowager as being a lady with a past - a very dark past . 

For it was the Lagos Michigan, then the shining new Green Hill Park, which 
shattered Vancouver with the worst explosion in that ci/y ’s history . Eight men died 
and nutre than $1,000,000 in damage resulted - March 6, 1945 . 


Built in 1943 by the Burrard 
Drydock Company, the 425-foot 
Victory ship had been launched ■* 
the Fort Simeoe. But it was as 
one of Canada’s famous wartime 
“Parks” that she entered Vancou¬ 
ver Harbor in February, 1945, and 
tied up at the Canadian Pacific’s 
Pier B. / 

After her annual refit, long¬ 
shoremen swarmed over the ship, 
filling her yawning holds with 
lumber, tinplate, newsprint, chem¬ 
icals and general cargo. Her mani¬ 
fest seemed innocent enough.

The MaandD of the day probably ate 
up this news, though I*m sure there were 
some then, as now, Mho said they'd have 
nothing to do with anything so flighty as 
society. Ttn positive the men of the day 
said it was a lot of Junk, and they didn't 
even look at it, let alone read it; however, 
men are always that way—they read the 
society pages when they hide away by 
themselves. 


This headline went across 
eight columns each Sunday in The 
Colonist, in the spring months of 
1906 — 60 years ago. 

There teas a whole page of 
society news and drawing room 
gossip; the headline was a bit mis¬ 
leading, for there really wasn't 
much gossip . It ms nothing like 
the gossip columns of today. It said 
nothing about anybody that was 
not extremely complimentary. Vm 
sure the 1906 drawing rooms of 
Victoria were filled with gossipy 
rhii-chat, but none of that hit the 
news/Hiper*. How I wish it had; 
what juicy morsels we'd have to 
rhetr upon today.

Paperbacks are an inexpensive way to enjoy good 
reading and occasionally you can find a priceless gem 
among the paperbacks. 

That is what we found in M. Allerdale Grainger's 
Woodsmen of the West , which is a personal story of 
early British Columbia hand logging days at the turn 
of the century, told by a man who was chiefly respon¬ 
sible for writing British Columbia's Forest Act of 
1912, the basis of B.C’s forestry policy today. 

prev iously, in 1910, he had 
sefved as secretary of the 
Royal Commission on Forestry. 

From 1916 to 1919 he held 
the key position of .B.C.’s chief 
forester.. He remained in 
private industry connected with 
forestry untii his sudden death 
in 1914.

Knight Inlet, which Grainger calls 
Cbola Inlet. It hasn't changed much 
since Grainger wrote about the Oats 
at the mouth of the Khnakliri. the 
towering mounted* that jut straight 
up from the water, the tricky tides, 
the sudden winds the high wave* 
that race up its long stnught 
simtches 

Although Grainger altered a few 
of the names, such aa Port 
Browning and Western Channel, 
every -island and point can still be 
identified from ha, description.

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Esquimalt Men Seek Gold 
Old Klondikers Missed 


By ERITH M. SMITH 

THE YUKON: Land of deep snow. bitter cold, 
dog teams and sleds, Mounties, prospectors and log 
cabins. 

THE YUKON: Land of opportunity, new mines 
and mills, spreading roads , diesel engines , power lines. 

Which is your mental picture of the great terri¬ 
tory to the north of British Columbia T 

Actually both could be correct. It depends on whether you’re 
thinking of The Yukon of the turn of the century or today’s 
Yukon. For many the first picture—that of the Klondike days— 
comes to mind. The second is today’s view. 

The weather, the Moon ties, the prospectors and log cabins 
are still there—but so much has been added. The Klondikers went 
in with pack, pick, shovel and pan and sought gold along the river¬ 
beds. Today’s miners not only follow in their wake with power 
equipment for more gold; they go underground or move moun¬ 
tains for minerals the old-timer ignored: asbestos, copper, tung¬ 
sten, tin, lead, silver, aine, oiL

Where Klondike claims were staked by band 
after a hard search on foot, many a Yukon claim 
today la staked from aircraft. 

Where the Klondiker carried his riches out 
in pokes, the mill-processed fruit of today's mines 
move out by truck, barge and railway to sea¬ 
ports for all the world's markets. 

When the famed gold rush was on, popula¬ 
tion of The Yukon swelled to about 25,000- -andl 
when the gold petered out dwindled to a few 
hundred. 

There it remained until relatively recedt 
. years -as a matter of fact, until after the Alaska 
Highway had opened a new, convenient method 
of getting in and out. 

In the territory's early days there were three 
main means of transportation: foot, dog-sled and 
team, and the rivers. The last 40 years have 
seen the airplane develop as a commonplace 
carrier in The Yukon, and today the proiwrtion 
of private aircraft and small-plane charter outfits 
is high. 

The Alaska Highway brought new machinery 
and new people, seeking a new frontier. From 
the highway additional roads branch out along 
the valleys to mines and mills producing wealth 
beyond the dreams even of gold rush days, and 
the |x>pulatlon is back to about 15,000. 

Today's prospector is likely to be seen load¬ 
ing his "skiddoo" for his Journeys into the wilds. 
That's a type of snowmobile using tank-like 
tracks and short ski-runners for steering. Com- 
pac* and capable, it will take the prospector and 
his supplies almost anywhere in winter -and can 
lie used somewhat like a camper as living quar¬ 
ters on the trail. ^ 

Two men who know The Yukon as well aa 
■ anyone -and who have known it through all its 
changes since 1907-are Don and Harold Boutil- 
lier, brothers who still mine gold in the footsteps 
of the Klondikers every summer, and who spend 
the winters In their Esquimalt homes. 

How closely they follow the Klondikers in 
indicated by the fact that they're working over 
—profitably—the very region in which the gold 
rush was bom: the banka of Bonanza Creek. 

But not with pick and pan. 

The Boutlliiers use hydraulic pressure and 
bulldozers to ferret out gold the old-timers never 
could have reached. The methods have changed 
—but It was the original Yukon gold .rush that 
took the Boutilliers into the north. 

Their father Qtarles was first, leaving his 
wife and four children at Black Point, near 
Halifax, to angle all the way across the conti¬ 
nent In 1904 to hunt the rich yellow metal. 
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He didn't strike It rich-in that aense. He 
did find, a land he loved; a land with a future 
that went beyond sudden wealth. 

In 1907 he sent for his family, and on Sept 
7 of that year Mrs. Boutillier, Don. Harold. Hazel 
and Helen -small children all—Joined him In 
Whitehorse where Charles was iharpenkig steel 
for the War Eagle mine. 

Whitehorse then boasted about 300 adults and 
60 children hut It had a iwo-tescher school In¬ 
cluding all elementary and high school grades. 

The Boutillier brothers took part in all school 
sports and activities -just as subsequently they 
engaged as a family and as a team in all the 
adventurous occupations of The Yukon. 

They operated a roadhouse and wood camp 
for river boats at Lake Taku. 

They spent one winter running a wood csutir 
for the White Pass railroad, and many summer 
holidays, on the shores of famous Lac la Barge 
—but did not see "the cremation of Sam McGee." 

They worked the river boats themselves be¬ 
tween Whitehorse and Dawson City—"the moat 
beautiful trip in the world." 

In August of 1914 the family moved to Daw¬ 
son where the father mined (or gold with hy¬ 
draulic pressure (or the Yukon Gold Company 
in the hills, and lor Canadian Klondike Mines in 
Klondike Valley and along Dominion Creak. 

Vivid in the Boutilliers' memory B a «m- 
mer trip they made with their father, drifting 
for a week down the Yukon with the boys work¬ 
ing precautionary oars a! front and side, and the 
father a steering oar at the stem. Each night 
they tied up and camped ashore. 

Work on the river boats came for the 
brothers right after completing school, then each 
tried an indoor Job for a year before the call 
of the outdoors grew too strong to resist, and 
they turned to prospecting 

The place-names of their years in the north 
come straight from memories of the poems of 
Robert W. Service. 

Working Stampede Gulch, the brothers used 
hot rocks to melt their way down through 60 feet ” 
of gravel in search of gold. 

They still own a claim on Little Skookum. 
where in 1925 they Joined two famous Yukon old- 
timers in prospecting—Archie Cribbt and Harry 
Leamon - 

Moat of their years of work, however, have 
been spent where It all began on Bonanza Creek 
where George Carmack made the first big gold 
strike in 1996. Word of (hat strike reached the 
outside world in 1997 and the rush was on; a 
rush that by 1900 had drawn 30.000 to the Klon¬ 
dike and The Yukon 

The Boutilliers have concentrated their 


eOorts M Adams Gulch and opposite “Adams 
No. 10." 

"Those old-timers were good." the Boutil¬ 
liers say. "They didn't leave anything behind 
that oould be reached by their mining methods. 

"But the region is so rich that hydrauliddfig 
will bring 150 worth of gold from little patches 
of creek-bed and bank only two feet square." 

One characteristic of the far north baa proved 
useful lor the Boutilliers. 

The air is ao dry, in spite of the quantity of 
snow, that machinery abandoned a half-century 
ago can still tie put to work. Instead of being 
seized up wtih rust, as would happen in the Vic-< 
torts ares, only a thin film forms as the mow 
melts. 

"A little cleaning and some oil. and old steam 
engines will be on the Job again." they- say. 
“We've dismantled flumes put up at the start 
of the century, and were able to use the nails 
and %-inch lumber again." 

Since 1942 the brothers have been mining on 
Adams Hill on Bonanza Creek -hydraulicking an 
the Mils, then bulldozing in the creek itself when 
the water pressure (alls higher up. 

They made their first trip to the outside in 
1936, coming to Victoria lor the winter. 

‘It was cold here," they said. 

In 1£39 they came out again, and this time 
Harold became engaged to Annie McNutt, mem¬ 
ber of a pioneer Victoria family whose father 
I.oroe had been a ship s carpenter-in the Yukon. 

Next year Harold came out again and married 
Annie. She had her first airplane ride in the 
spring, flying "through the wall" from Skagway 
to Dawson City. 

The Yukon has been their home ever since, 
although each brother owns a house in Esqui¬ 
malt where nowadays they s|iend moat winters. 

"That's a wonderful country." they agree, 
“and the people are even more so There's a 
frirndbnes* about them, a knack for getting along 
with others, that's hard to equal elsewhere. 

“Where their families came from originally 
doesn't matter Whether Montenegrin. American. 
Canadian or whatever, they're all fine people and 
valued neighbors.” 

Dawson City is still "home" for all the Bou- 
tilllers Dan n^ver married, and neither did 
sisters Hazel and Helen. These two sre Making 
after the mother, now 92. 

Perhaps Charles Boutillier missed "striking 
it rich" in the gold rush, but he did so in a much 
better way Boutillier Summit and Boutillier 
Oeek. named for him, may remind geogr ap lie i a 
that this vast north territory prod u ces more than 
mkaeral wealth: It develops and attracts men and 
womew of the type that builds nations. 
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
